Tfiree of me Alleged Participants Ar- 


raigned Tor Preliminary Hearing 


Yesterday Afternoon ftt Two O'clock—The 


Trial fi Long On« nml Ilunji Over Unttl 


Today—Largo Number of WitueBBea 


Kxnuiined—Attorney» Arguing. 


The closing sconea of the so-called 


base ball riot, which created such a 
commotion a few Sundays ago, were 
enacted in the little court room of 
'Squire Silas Dole, iu the East End, 
yesterday afternoon, and this morning, 
when Gus Blum, John Myers 
aud 


Alonzo Fitch were arraigned for par- 
ticipation iu the riot. 
The trial began 


at 2 o'clock yesterday, hut 
HO muoh 


time was consumed in the examination 
•of witnesses that it was necessary to 


. ooutiuue the hearing over until this 


morning. 


The cases were bitterly contested. 


Evans & Livingstone hustled for tho 
Sunday Observance league, the mem- 
bers of which were on hand in full 
force. 
Mr. Blum was represented by 


Theo. K. Funk; Mr. Fitch by Joseph 
Mitchell, and Mr. Myers had 110 at- 
torney. 
Tho prosecution made a very 


poor case against tho three mou. 
It 


failed to show any overtact on their 
part, or that they acted together. 
The 


only thing that was proven was that 
they wore iu the crowd and that Mr. 
Blum made a remark concerning one of 
the members of the league. 


The affidavit on which the men were 


arrested charged Henry Ruel with riot- 
ing iu addition to those already pres- 
ent. 
Mr. Funk insisted that the four 


were as one man and that the trial 
could not proceed in tho absence of Mr. 
Rnel. Ho was overruled, and tho three 
wore ordered to stand up in a row, and 
tho affidavit read to them. 
It charged 


them with resisting the officers, mak- 
ing movements to release two prisoners, 
Hoover aud Thornton, aud with refus- 
ing to go homo when 'Squire Colo read 
.the riot act. They plead not guilty and 
the court at ouco entered into a prelim- 
inary hearing. 


Mr. William Wolf, tho picturesque 


individxial who for four years past has 
been constable of Clay township, was 
called to the witness stand. 
It soon 


developed that Mr. Wolf knew very lit- 
tle about tho riot, but that he had been 
told a great deal about it. 
Ho told 


how ho tried to arrest a ball player 
(Valdois) on the grounds and how tho 
crowd chased him off. Ho saw Fitch 
and Myers on the hall ground but did 
not see Blum. 
Fitch was *'howl in' 


andyellin'," according to Mr. Wolf. 
He saw Blum first iu front of Cole's 
office. He was "whoopin* andyellin'," 
too. 
Myers kicked him (Wolf) oii the 


hands, when the crowd was trying to- 
get the boy away. Fitch was in the 
crowd, too. 


Mr. Funk then took tiie valiant con- 


stable. 
Mr. Wolf said he intended to 


stop that game of ball on his own hook, 
if tho oilier 3 had not done so. 
Mr. 


Funk then said, "Did you aeo the three 
defendants acting in concert?" That 
word 
"concert" svas a puzzler for 


Wolf, and ho gave the lawyer a blank 
stare. "Acting together, I mean," ox- 
plained Mr. Funk. "Oh, yo.s, acting 
together by themselves you mean," 
said Wolf, ;vml then everybody smiled. 
Mr. Wolf then explained that he had 
Blum spotted by his white hat and said 
that ho "was cuttin' around high," 
but failed to explain what this phrase 
meant. Mr. Wolf ;;lso said that 'Squire 
Cole told him the next day that the 
white-hatted gentleman was Gns Blum. 


Joe Mitchell, attorney for Fitch, 


then examined tho witness. 
Joe is a 


great lawyer, 
new. 


Constable Keed next explained how 


he didn't arrest anyone on the ball 
grounds. 
He failed to explain, how- 


ever, what he did with himself when 
the crowdjohased |Wolf. 
It has been 


I charged that Reed departed over 
the 


park fence. During Reed's testimony 
Evans and Funk had a lively tilt. 
Evans told Funk that he was present 
aud was liable to arrest as one of the 
rioters. Funk remarked that he wasn't 
afraid and awaited arrest with great 
anxiety. 
Reed said Blum was yelling 


to the prisoners (Thornton and Hoover) 
to jump out of the window, but that 
he made no overt act to release them. 


W. C. Whitney testified that there 


was P. great deal of disorder and noise 
aud told how the crowd surged about 
Wolf when the Royse boy was rescued. 
Blum did not assist in the rescue. 


J. J. Rardeh, tho next witness, pro- 


ceeded to have some fan 
with Mr. 


Funk. 
He contended that Mr. Funk 


had great influence with the crowd and 
that he could have dispersed it if he 
had made a proper effort. 
Mr. Harden 


said the crowd was yelling, "How's 
Funk? 
He's all right," nnd was right 


with him. Mr. Rardou said that the 
object of that crowd was to get those 
boys out in some'way. 
He recognized 


that it was a bad crowd—the worst he 
ever was in. 
He did not see anyone of 


the defendants there. 


Mr. George D. Selby told how he 


telephoned 
for assistance and later 


went after authorities in Dr. Dennis' 
buggy. 
There were several demonstra- 


tions of dislike to the Sunday league, 
and jeering remarks wero made about 
himself, his sou, his firm, 
aud the 


churches of the city. 


Dr. 0. P. Dennis also told of the un- 


friendly and joeiing remarks made 
about himself and Mr. Selby as they 
drove through the crowd. 
A man with 


a gold hat was trying to incite the 
crowd to upset 
the buggy. 
Dennis 


theu' compared Mr. Fuuk to Moses, 
whom he said was leading the crowd 
of rioters out of the wilderness. 
Dr. 


Dennis seemed to think Fnuk was the 
idol of the crowd. 


Oapt. Moore told about the demon- 


stration favorable to Mr. Funk and 
said tho crowd seemed to sympathize 
with him.

Speculation. 


A peculiar and little known branch 


of insurance is that indulged in by 
private persons, who insure the lives of 
royalties for their own benefit. From 
the standpoint of the individual it is, of 
course, pure speculation. The royalty 
insured may obligingly depart this life 
shortly after the insurance is effected, 
in which case there is quite a respecta- 
ble sum netted; or, on the other hand, 
he or she may persist in lingering to a 
good old age, when the insurer benefits 
but little. Bui taking out a policy on 
the life of a roya.l personage is, on th<: 
average, a. pretty good "spec." 


This is how it is done: 
You, gentle 


reader, wish to insure the prince of 
Wales (we will say) for the sum of 
£500. You fill up a proposal form for 
that amount in the name of "II. It. II. 
Albert Edward, prince of Wales, duke 
of Cornwall," etc., and forward it to a 
company' which accepts this kind of in- 
surance. 
All companies, it must be 


noted, do not issue policies on royalties' 
lives to private individuals, but many 
in quite the first rank do. 


Ou receipt of your proposal the com- 


pany will inform you of the rate per 
cent, at which the premium will be 
charged; then, if you are willing to pay 
this rate, which is a fairly high one, a 
policy will be issued in the usual way. 
Most policies of this kind are "without 
profits"—i. e., there are no bonus accre- 
tions. 


Although there are no statistics on 


the subject, and accuracy of statement 
is therefore impossible, it is quite prob- 
able that the life of her majesty the 
quee.n is insured hundreds of times in 
this manner. The same thing is true, 
to a modified extent, of most of the 
other members of the royal family. 


The duke of Cambridge, for instance, 


has been for the past 20 years a fa- 
vorite "subject" with insurance specu- 
lators. The reason is obvious; but the 
rate is, as may be supposed, very high. 
Many companies also accept proposals 
on the lives of membersof foreign royal 
houses. 


A few days ago a policy on the joint 


lives of the duke of Cambridge and the 
ex-king of Hanover for the sum of 
£1,000 was in the market. The Han- 
overian monarch is dead nnd the policy 
will be paid on the death of the former. 
It fetched a large sum. On the same day 
a policy on the joint lives of her maj- 
esty (.lie queen and the duke of Cam- 
bridge was also disposed of.—London 
Tit-Bits.
